CLAIMS BEER DRINKING TITLE 


RULING WASHINGTON | 


RESTAURANTS HAVE 
TO SERVE NEGROES 


WASHINGTON, June 8 (UP)— 
The Supreme Court, ruled today 
that restaurants in the District of 
Columbia are required to serve 
Negroes, 

The court, in an 8-to-0 decision, 
upheld the validity of at least one 
“lost” anti-discrimination law, 
long since disappeared from the 
district's legal code. Two anti- 
discrimination statutes were res- 
urrected in 1950 after Thompson's 
Restaurant refused to serve three 


Negroes. The district , govern- 
ment made a test case of the in- 
cident. 


Justice William O. Douglas 
wrote the court’s opinion. Justice 
Robert H. Jackson did not take 
part in the decision. 

The statutes involved in the 
case were passed in 1872 and 
1873 by a kind of legislative as- 
sembly set up by Congress to 
ern the district at that time. 
Douglas said they survived “the 
intervening changes in the gov- 
ernment of the District of Colum- 
pe and are presently enforce- 
able.” ' 


WORK WEEK CUT 
FOR BAKERS, PRICE 
RISES PREDICTED 


A rise in the price of bakery 
goods was predicted yesterday as 
about 500.AFL. bakers voted to 


accept a contract calling for a 
reduction in working hours from 
a six-day, 44-hour week to a five- 
day, 40-hour week. 33 
Leroy J. Kulla, president of the 
Master Bakers' Association, 
which represents about 180 retail 
bakeries, said the incredse may 
be as much as 10 per cent in 
some items. The old contract, 
which expired May 1, was ex- 
tended to Aug. 1 to allow the 
akeries. to, work out the new 
scheaules. 

The weekly pay will remain the 
same under the agreement, $70.88 
with a $5 night differential. A 
spokesman for Local 4, AFL Bak- 
ers’ Union, said contract negotia- 
tions would be resumed with 
wholesale bakeries, which employ 
about 1000 bakers and 600 mis- 
cellaneous workers. The union 
is seeking a five-day week. with

Darst had a twin career—as 
politician and as president of the 
firm founded by his father, the 
ite Joseph C. Darst. 

His career in polities reached 
its height when hé was elected 
Mayor April 5, 1949, defeating 
his Republican opponent, J. Ed- 
ward Gragg, by 18,000 votes. 
The election of Mr. Darst as the 
city’s thirty-seventh chief execu- 
tive marked return of the city 
administration to the Democratic 
party after an eight-year interval. 
|, He became ill during the latter 
part of his term and was able only 
on occasion to go to the office in 
City Hall. His physical condition, 
weakened by a series of pneu- 
monia attacks and a subsequent 
heart ailment, resulted in a deci- 
sion not to seek re-election. 

However, he lent his support to 
Raymond R. Tucker, who became 
the Democratic nominee and was 
elected last April 7, Mr. Darst had 
remained out of the primary con- 
test until Mark D. Eagleton, Tuck- 
er’s primary opponent, accused 
James E. Crowe, city counselor 
under Darst, of failure to protect 
St. Louisans against public utility 
fare and rate increases. 

Darst Defends Crowe. 

Mr. Darst then issued a state- 
ment supporting Tucker and 
strongly defending Crowe. 

During his administration he 
gave close attention to housing, 
to solving the city’s traffic ard 
transportation problems, improv-

veloping the riverfront area and 


ganization. 

Housing was one 
stones of his administration as 
Mayor. Although a real estate 
man himself, he paid no attention 
to the Wal estate lobby’s unre- 
mitting propaganda against public 
housing. 

Twice in 1951 he received honor 
for work in this field. The Na- 
tional Housing Conference in 
Washington cited him for- out- 
standing service to the people of 
America in the development of 
national policies on slum clear- 
ance, redevelopment and low-rent 
public housing.” : 

The National Association of 
Housing Officials chose him as 
the person who did the most dur- 
ing the year for promotion of 
good housing on the basis of his 
contribution on local, state and 
national levels. 

Under his administration, the 
three big public housing projects 
in the DeSoto-Carr area were de- 
veloped, and programs for slum 
clearance and urban redevelop- 
ment started. 

He also took a deep interest in 
affairs of the Police Department 
and was present at almost all 
meetings of the Board of Police 
Commissioners in his capacity as 
ex-officio member. 

In 1952, Mr. Darst, as ex-officio 
member, sided with the late Mau- 
rice G. Roberts, then board presi- 
dent, in a bitter—and successful 
—fight to prevent the other three 
board members from pushing 
through a wholesale shake-up of 
the Police Department. The 
Mayor and Roberts received pub- 
lic commendation for their ef- 


forts. 

A smiling, affable man, with a 
soft voice, Mr. Darst took his 
duties as Mayor seriously. He was 
plagued with municipal financial 
worries from the time he took 
office, causing him to do an 
about-face on his campaign 
pledge for elimination of an earn- 


ings tax. 

. Polities long held a fascination 
for Mr. Darst. He first became 
active in this field more than 25 
years ago when he worked in be- 
half of the late William L. Igoe 
in the latter’s campaign for Mayor.

“It allows us to hore that at 
long last this collective action by 
the United Nations will result in 
restoration of peace to Korea,” 
added this informant, asking not 
to be named. 

Appeal to Rhee. 

President Eisenhower sent an 
eleventh-hour appeal yesterday to 
South Korean President Syngman 
Rhee urging him to avoid any 
“reckless adventure” to unify 
Korea by force and promising 
South Korea, subject to congres- 
sional appreval, a mutual de- 
fense pact with the United States. 

Eisenhower asked that Rhee ac- 
cept the proposed armistice terms, 
and promised that after a cease- 
fire the United States would: 

1. Continue “its efforts by all 
peaceful means to effect the 
unification of Korea.” 


2. Negotiate with Rhee a mu- 
tual defense pact along the 
lines of treaties previous ar- 
ranged between the United 
States and the Philippines and 
the United States and Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand. 

3. Send military and econmic 
ald to Korea. 

Eisenhower’s letter was deliv- 
ered to the 78-year-old Korean

Rhee Appears Adamant, 
After first indicating he had not 


. decided whether to accept Eisen- 


hower's advice, Rhee told an As- 
sociated Press representative in 
Seoul: 

“The Korean people will pay 
no attention” to the impending 
armistice. 

Senator Knowland (Rep.), Cali- 
fornia, called on Rhee in a Senate 
speech today to “face the facts 
as they are” and accept the truce 
terms. 

Knowland, chairman of the Re- 
publican Policy Committee, spoke 
after a group of Senators had 
been briefed on developments by 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles. Some Senators said Dulles 
appeared to believe there might 
be a change in attitude on the 
part of the Korean Government. 

Knowland told the Senate any 
action endangering the truce 
agreement “would be detrimental 
to the people of the Republic of 
Korea and would endanger the 
security of the United Nations 
forces in Korea.” 

Statement Held Significant. 

His statement was regarded as 
significant because he has sup- 
ported the contention of Rhee 
and other South Korean leaders 
that a truce leaving Korea di- 
vided, as present terms would do, 
would not be satisfactory. 

Declaring Eisenhower “has 
gone a long way to provide assur- 
ances that would permit the free 
people of Korea to maintain their 
freedom” through a possible mu- 
tual security pact with the United 
States. Knowland said “a heavy 
responsibility rests upon the. of- 
ficials of the Republic of Korea 
and of the Government of the 
United States.” 

South Korean Threat. 

Concern over what the South 
Koreans will do arises from the 
fact that their government lead- 
ers in the last few days have bit- 
terly criticized the truce terms 
and threatened to go on fighting 
for Korean unification. 

Rhee had requested a mutual 
defense treaty with the United 
States to protect“ South Korea 
after an armistice; But he had 
coupled with this a demand that 
such a treaty should be followed 
by withdrawal of Communist and 
U.N. forces from Korea.

New traffic restrictions went 
into effect today on three addi- 
tional streets under the master 
traffic control ordinance as po- 
lice prepared to arrest violators.

The civilian secretary said that 
he sensed from the statements of 
military leaders a desire to build 
up such forces as could defend 
the whole free world.

“This is simply beyond our 
capability in the long run,” he 
continued. “We have provided 
tremendous grants to allied na- 
tions in order to get them into 
a position so that they could de- 
fend themselves and thus con- 
tribute substantially to the over- 
all air, ground and naval strength 
of the free world. These plans 
are now coming into fruition, and 
within the next few years—with- 
in the relative time period af- 
fected by this budget—there will 
be substantial production of 
modern aircraft in Britain and 
Canada along with co-ordinated 
production and assembly of 
modern combat aircraft in France, 
Italy and other European coun | 
tries.

“5. On the assumption on which 
questions 4 (A) and (B) are based, 
and assuming further that this 
court will exercise its equity pow- 
ers to the end described in ques- 
tion 4 (), 

“(A) Should this court formu- 
late detailed decrees in these 
cases; 

“(B) If so, what specific issues 
should the decrees reach; 

“(C) Should this court appoint 
a special master to hear evidence 
with a view to recommending spe- 
cific terms for such decrees; 

“(D) Should this court remand 
to the courts of first instance with 
directions to frame decrees in 
these cases and if so what general 
directions should the decrees of 
this court include and what pro- 
‘cedures should the courts of first 
instance follow in arriving at these 
specific terms of more detailed 
decrees? 

“The Attorney General of the 
United States is invited to take 
part in the oral argument and to 
file an additional brief, if he so 
desires.” 5 

The Fourteenth Amendment 
which is involved in the cases, 
says no state may abridge the 

privileges and immunities of citi- 
zens, nor deny equal protection of 
the laws to any person. The 
amendment was adopted after the 
Civil war primarily for the benefit 
of the newly enfranchised Negroes. 

The five cases were first argued 
last Dec. 9, 10 and 11. They in- 
volve separate schools for white 
and Negro pupils in South Caro- 
lina, Virginia, Kansas, Delaware 
and the District of Columbia. 

Lawyers have said any general 
ruling on the segregation issue 
would affect 13 other states which 
require complete or partly sepa- 
rate school systems plus three 
other states which permit segre- 
gation. 

Thus the decision, when it 
comes, will be momentous. 

A ruling against segregation 
could lead to the abolition of pub- 
lic school systems as they now 
exist in South Carolina, Georgia 


and V ;

Thereby we have demon- 
strated not only our dedication 
to the cause of human freedom 
and political liberty, but also our 
dedication to an equally important 
principle which is that there can- 
not be independence without in- 
terdependence, and there cannot 
be human liberty except as men 
recognize that they are bound to- 
gether by ties of common destiny. 
Moment of Decision. 

e moment has now come 
wifen we must decide whether to 
carry on by warfare a struggle for 
the unification of Korea or wheth- 
er to pursue this goal by political 
and other methods. 


The enemy has proposed an 
armistice which involves a dear 
abandonment of the fruits of 
aggression. The armistice would 
leave the Republic of Korea in 
undisputed possession of sub- 
stantially the territory which the 
Republic administered prior to 
the aggression, indeed this terri- 
tory will be somewhat enlarged. 


The proposed armistice, true 
to the principle of political 
asylum, assures that the thou- 
sands of North Koreans and 
Communist prisoners in our 
hands, who have seen liberty 
and who wish to share it, wiil 
have the opportunity to do so 
and will not be forcibly sent 
back inte Communist areas. 
The principle of political asylum 
is one which we could not hon- 
prably surrender even though 
we thereby put an earlier end 
to our own human and material 
losses. We have suffered to- 
gether many thousands of casu- 
alties in support of this prin- 
ciple. 

10 is my profound conviction 
that under these circumstances 
acceptance of the armistice is re- 
quired of the United Nations and 
the Republic of Korea. We would 
not be: justified in prolonging the 
war with all the misery that it in- 
volves in the hope of achieving, 
by force, the unification of Korea. 

Committed to Unification. 

The unification of Korea is an 
end to which the United States is 
committed, not once but many 
times, through its World War II 
declarations and through its ac- 
ceptance of the principles enun- 
ciated in reference to Korea by 
the United Nations. 

Korea is unhappily not the 
only country which remains 
divided after World War II. We 
remain determined to play our 
part in achieving the political 
union of all countries so divid- 
ed. But we do not intend to 
employ war as an instrument 
to accomplish the world-wide 
political settlements to which 
we are dedicated and which we 
believe to be just. It was indeed 
a crime that those who attacked 
from the north invoked violence 
to unite Korea under their rule. 
Not only as your official friend 
but as a personal friend I urge 
that your country not embark 
upon a similar course. 

There are three major points I 
would like to make to you: 

1. The United States will not 
renounce its efforts by all peace- 
ful means to effect the unifica- 
tion of Korea. Also as a member 
of the United Nations we shall 

to assure that the United 
Nations ¢ontinues steadfast in its 
determination in this respect. In 
the political conference which 
will follow an armistice that will 
be our central objective. The 
United States intends to consult 


with your government both be- 
fore and during such a conference 
and expects the full participation 
of your government in that con- 
ference. 


2. You speak of a mutual de- 
tense pact. I am prepared 
promptly after the conclusion 
and acceptance of an armistice 
to negotiate with you a mutual 
defense treaty along the lines 
of the treaties heretofore made 
between the United States and 
the Republic of the Philipsines, 
and the United States and Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand. You 
may recall that both of these 
treaties speak of “the develop- 
ment of a more comprehensive 
system of regional security in 
the Pacific area.“ A _ security 

act between the United States 

nd the Republic’ of Korea 
would be a further step in that 
direction. It would cover the 
territory now or § hereafter 
brought peacefully under the 
administration of the ROK. Of 
course you realize that under 
our constitutional system, any 
such treaty would ‘be made 
only with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate. However, 
the action which the United 
States has heretofore taken, 
and the great investment of 
blood and treasure which has 
already been made for the in- 
dependence of Korea are cer- 
tainly clear indications of 
American temper and inten- 
tions not to tolerate a repeti- 
tion of unprovoked aggression? 

3. The United States Govern- 
ment, subject to requisite con- 
gressional appropriations, will be 
prepared to continue economic 
aid to the republic of Korea 
which will permit in peace 
restoration of its devastated land. 
Homes must be rebuilt. Industries 
must be re-established. Agricul- 
ture must be made vigorously 
productive. 

Urges Peaceful Means. 

The preamble of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States states 
the goals of our people, which I 
believe are equally the goals of 
the brave people of Korea, name- 
ly “to form a more perfect union, 
establish justice, insure domestic 
tranquility, provide for the com- 
mon defense, promote the gen- 
eral welfare, and secure the 
blessings of liberty.” Manifestly, 
not all of these conditions now 
prevail in Korea. Moreover, in 
existing circumstances they can- 
not be achieved either by pro- 
longation of the present conflfiet 
or by reckless adventure with a 
new one. Only by peaceful means 
can these things be achieved.

They were told by Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles before 
the President’s letter to Rhee was 
made public yesterday. 

Dulles was informed by the 
congressional leaders to whom he 
talked that there probably would 
be no trouble in obtaining Senate 
ratification of a defense — | 
for South Korea.

In written replies to Associated 
Press questions, Gen. Taylor de-

He said the loss of more than a 
dozen Allied -outposts in recent 
weeks “is not serious to the Allied 
cruse.” 

Here are the questions and 
Gen. Taylor’s answers: 

1—What do you consider the 
significance behind the recent 
flare-up ef Communist attacks? 
Why were the Communists willing 
to pay such a high price in men 
for such a small piece of terrain? 

A—The recent Communist at- 
tacks are surprising only in the 
fact that they have been slow in 
developing. Apparently the en- 
emy saved up his munitions dur- 
ing the months of winter and 
early spring in order to meet an 
expected U.N. offensive. When 
this did not materialize he had 
ample reserves as well as the in- 
centive of re-establishing his will- 
ingness to come out and fight. 
Furthermore, as the armistice ne- 
gotiations developed,, it became 
particularly important to re-estab- 
lish his military reputation and 
to impress the negotiators with 
his remaining potentialty. 

These are motives which a 
Western observer might find in 
the Communist conduct. I can not 
guarantee that they are the actual 
motives.

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The prisoner of war agreement has been 
signed in Korea. Barring a change of position 
on other issues on which agreement was reached 
more than a year ago, a truce is at hand. 

Its terms are such that President Eisenhower 
was abundantly justified in telling President 
Syngman Rbee of South Korea that both the 
United Nations and the Republic of Korea are 
morally bound to accept it. 

For more than a year the prisoner issue has 
been the only barrier to an armistice agreement. 
The U.N, command declined to make any agree- 
ment which involved the forcible return of Chi- 
nese or North Koreans who, after being taken 
prisoner by U.N. forces, declined to go home. 

This principle has been upbeld in the agree- 
ment now signed. It has been upheld even more 
thoroughly than the General Assembly's pro- 
posal of last December provided. Unwilling 

‘prisoners are to be turned over to a neutral 
commission, in which India will have the decid- 
ing voice, for 90 days. During that period the 
Communists will have an opportunity, under neu- 
tral supervision, to persuade the prisoners to 
return home. 

Long ago the two sides agreed that a political 
conference to discuss a permanent Korean set- 
tlement would be called 90 days after the fight- 
ing stopped. This conference would also take 
up the subject of any prisoners still unwillipg 
to go home at that time. If the conference could 
not agree within 30 days, the prisoners would 
be freed, with the opportunity of being sent to a 
neutral country if they wish. 

* * ” 

The General Assembly plan provided no such 
conclusive disposition of prisoners. , Under its 
terms they would have become wards of the 
U.N, but might or might not have been immedi- 
ately freed. Thus the agreement now reached 
protects the prisoners’ rights even more effec- 
tively than the Assembly plan. 

In these circumstances It wouid indeed be un- 
thinkable, as President Eisenhower indicated in 
his letter to Syngman Rhee, “to carry on by 
warfare, a struggle for the unification of Korea.” 
That goal must be pursued by peaceful political 
means, Mr. Eisenhower reaffirmed the goal and 
promised that it would be our central aim in 
the political conference. To prolong the war, as 
Rhee’s government proposes, would be to com- 
mit the very type of aggression which the U.N. 
has been fighting against when it came from 
the other side. 

The mutual defense pact which the President 
offered Rhee in an effort to secure South Ko- 
rean acceptance of the truce should be the

extreme limit of the commitment undertaken by 
the United States. This nation went to war in 
South Korea’s defense without a defense pact 
once, and it would be preferable if our future ob- 
ligations were confined to those general responsi- 
bilities which we and all other nations share un- 
der the U.N, Charter. The President evidently 
felt compelled to offer more, and now that the 
offer has been made it must of course be backed 

@ UP. 

Yet Rhee’s objectives are only too plain. What 
he has been demanding is that the United States 
protect his government from future aggression— 
which we are bound to do—and at the same 
time support and supply his forces for possible 
aggression. of their own—-which we cannot and 
must not do. 

* * * 

Rhee’s recalcitrance unfortunately may have 
been encouraged by the vacillating policy of the 
U.N. command. The U.N. command a few weeks 
ago, evidently to appease Rhee, made a prisoner 
proposal which abandoned the principles of the 
General Assembly plan and very nearly wrecked 
the truce negotiations. This plan had to be 
revised if we were to retain the support of the 
U.N. President Eisenhower now makes it clear 
that we are standing firm behind the present 
agreement, 

It must not be forgotten that Rhee and his 
forces have maintained their own power largely 
as a result of the war, and therefore have a vest- 
ed interést in the fighting which neither the 
United States nor the U.N. shares. 

A few weeks before the war began, Rhee’s 
party was snowed under by opposition votes in 
the republic’s first self-conducted election. With 
the outbreak of fighting Rhee hung on to power 
only by using the most repressive and undemo- 
cratic methods. Last year he secured his re- 
election as president by virtually suspending 
the Constitution and engaging in indefensible 
tactics of terrorism. 


The United Nations and the United States 
have no obligation whatever to prolong the 
Korean war for the personal and political bene- 
fit of Syngman Rhee. The war has been fought 
for the principle that political questions—such 
as the unification of Korea—shall be settled by 
political means and not by aggression. 


The truce grants an opportunity for a political 
settlement in Korea, and that is all that a truce 
could do. Rhee's government must be convinced 
that a violation of the truce by his side would 
be as reprehensible and as much subject to 
punishment as a violation by the other side. 


Time for a Showdown Fight 


David Lee Shillinglaw has gotten a dirty deal. 
It is a deal so dirty as to be almost unbelievable. 
This dirty deal is—but then let’s start at the 
beginning. : 

Mr. Shillinglaw is a Chicago veteran of World 
War I. He joined his fellow veterans in the 
American Legion and worked hard in the or- 
ganization. For his hard work among the 
Legionnaires he was elected an early state com- 
mander for Illinois. 

Mr. Shiilinglaw is a Republican. He has 
worked for the success of the Republican ticket 
in Illinois election after election and he has seen 
his efforts recognized by the party. He and 
Senator Everett M. Dirksen have been old 
friends. When Dwight D. Eisenhower was nomi- 
nated, Mr. Shillinglaw entered into the cam- 
paign with extra enthusiasm. He gloried in the 

P. victory last November. 

Mr. Shillinglaw is a business man. His field 
is finance. He founded and is the president of 
the Chicago investment banking firm of Shilling- 
law, Bolger and Co. 

On the basis of his combination of qualifica- 
tions to serve the new Republican Administra- 
tion, Mr. Shillinglaw was proposed for presi- 
dential appointment as United States representa- 
tive in the U.N, Social and Economic Council. 
Senator Dirksen sponsored him. The prospect 
was that the nomination would go through the 
White House like a breeze. 

Then the security check began. It turned up 
the fact that Mr. Shillinglaw had joined the 
Institute of Pacific Relations back in 1936. He 
wanted fo inform himself on world affairs and 
applied for the institute’s publications to see 
what they might be. Fifteen years later the old 
McCarran subcommittee of the Senate found 
some Communist sympathizers had joined the 
institute, so McCarran branded it as subversive. 

And so Mr. Shillinglaw has been found “guilty 
by association.” The Dirksen sponsorship has 
been withdrawn and Mr. Shillinglaw’s appoint- 
ment is completely stalled. This former Ameri- 
can Legion commander is in the same boat with 
Mrs. Mildred McAfee Horton, wartime chief of 
the WAVES, also chosen for an Eisenhower ap- 
pointment to U.N. and subsequently dropped. 

Somebody ought to crack this whole dirty 
business wide open. David Lee Shillinglaw 
looks like the man to take it on. It is one thing 
to smear an educator and churchwoman, but 
putting the same tar on a Republican financier 
who is an active Legionnaire is something else 
altogether. 

How about a showdown fight? 
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Harvard and Its President 

In these times an illuminating fact about any- 
body who comes from Wisconsin is where he 
stands on the subject of Senator McCarthy. Har- 
vard University’s new president comes from 
Senator MeCarthy's home town of Appleton, and 
it is gratifying to know that Dr. Nathan Pusey 
not only publicly joined the campaign to defeat 
McCarthy last year, but that he stood his ground 
in the face of threats of reprisals against Law- 
rence College, which he has headed since 1944. 

Dr. Pusey, Iowa-born, is the first Middle Wes- 
terner to be chosen as a president of Harvard. 
He is a firm and tested believer in liberal arts 
education, and holds the encouragingly old-fash- 
ioned view: that the development of the indi- 
vidual; rather than his social adjustment, is the 
primary object of education. But no index of his 
promise is more telling than his deep commit- 
ment to academic freedom at a time when it is 
under widespread attack. 

The Harvard Corporation which chose Dr. 
Pusey has recently made an important contribu- 
tion of its own: to the fight for academic free- 


„dom. It declined to discharge four faculty mem- 


bers who had invoked the Fifth Amendment in 
refusing to answer questions of a congressional 
committee as to past associations with the Com- 
munist party. 

The corporation's statement on three ef the 
cases is condensed under the cartoon on this 
page today. 

The cerporation made clear its disap of 
present membership in the Communist by 


committees. But, being satisfied that none of the 
four teachers in question is now a Communist, 
it refused to dismiss them for their past activi- 
ties, and above all it acted on its own informa- 
tion and not.on that gathered by congressional 
inquisitors. :

Senator Mundt of South Dakota is an ardent 
advocate of reducing Government expenditures, 
but he does not believe in carrying it to the ex- 
treme of cutting out appropriations for dams in 
South Dakota. The Senator says he persuaded 
Budget Director Dodge to restore $8,250,000 for 
Oahe Dam by promising to cut an equal amount 
out of the budget somewhere else. He made 
good on that promise, he said, by cutting 38, 
000,000 from funds for State Department per- 
sonnel and $300,000 from the travel allowance. 

This apparently does not qualify as economy 1. 
Thrifty management. There are good reasons for 
continuing with the construction of the dam 
which is being built on the Missouri river near 
Pierre, the capital of South Dakota, but it does 
not appear why the State Department should be 
paying for it. For all we know or Senator Mundt 


explains, cutting $8,300,000 out of the State De- 


partment appropriation may be pretty darn un- 
thrifty. Thrifty or not, the only connection be- 
tween the requirements of American diplomacy 
and Oahe dam is Senator Mundt's determination 
that his ox shall not be gored if there is any 
goring to be done. 

Evidently the type of economy Senator Mundt 
is practicing here is economy 2. Any act or meth- 
od undertaken to keep down expenses. Not neces- 
sarily a good method, not necessarily a bad 
method. Just any method. Good old convenient, 
painless, and easy—good old economy 2.

Voting Machines and Money 

Use of voting machines may be put before St. 
Louis voters in a September election, if a pro- 
posal by the Election Board is agopted by the 
Board of Aldermen. And there is not much 

doubt that St. Louisans would like to let ma- 
chines count their ballots. The question is how 
the city could pay for these devices, 

A new state law permits use of the machines 
if two thirds of the voters approve. This law was 
passed in recognition that voting machines offer 
a faster, safer and less expensive means of count- 
ing election returns. St. Louis backed the law. 

But the city’s financial future has been left in 
doubt by the Legislature’s refusal to extend the 
city earnings tax. And voting machines cost from 
$1000 to $1400. How could St. Louis pay for very 
many of them? 

A practical approach for the Election Board 
would be to buy only enough machines to ac- 
quaint the city with their use. Then the machines 
could be installed through the 795 precincts as 
revenues warranted, East St. Louis has used a 
similar approach. 

Few citizens will argue the merits of voting 
machines, but the immediate problem is to 
match them with the city’s ability to pay. 
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Gov. Stratton’s Warning 
„Gov. Stratton sent Illinois state police on 
raids on gambling joints in three counties near 
Chicago and Springfield. Thus he found it neces- 
sary to do what former Gov. Stevenson did 
when local enforcement officers failed in their 
duty. 

The Governor's action carries an implicit 
warning for St. Clair county. Three years ago 
Stevenson's police shut down two big casinos 
there, and former Sheriff Max Hill kept the lid 
on, But now gambling has returned to areas 
around East St. Louis. ‘ 

2 State’s Attorney Richard Carter, a Democrat, 
says he will investigate.

Other witnesses had testified 
that Dr. Furry was a member of the Com- 
munist party during 1938 and 1939. 

At the hearing Dr. Furry invoked the 
Fifth Amendment and refused to answer

Each Case Decided on Merits 


We have approved the principle, an- 
nounced by Provost Paul H. Buck, that no 


general rule will be applied to cases in 


which members of our teaching staff .in- 
voke the Fifth Amendment, but that each 
case will be decided on its merits after 
full and deliberate consideration of the 
facts and issues involved. 

A special committee of our members 
has interviewed Dr. Furry and his col- 
leagues. Dr. Furry has been afforded a 
hearing before the full Corporation. 
Throughout this procedure we discussed 
the case fully with the Faculty Advisary 
Committee. In the course of this procedure 
further information about Dr. Furry has 
come to our attention, includi state- 
ments made to us by Dr. Furry himself. 

Dr. Furry came to Harvard in 1934. 
He joined a small group of the Commu- 
nist party at Harvard in 1938, because he 
felt it provided the most effective leader- 
ship in aiding the Spanish Loyalists in 
combating Nazism. He remained a member 
until 1947. During his membership Dr. 
Furry participated in activities which were 
secret or deceptive in varying degrees. 


Action Governed by Statute 


These included an endeavor by his 
group to dominate the local branch of the 
Teachers Union, Dr. Furry’s acting as an 
officer in the American Association of 
Scientific Workers without diselosing, his 
membership in the Communist party, and 
several instances volunteered by Dr. Fur- 
ry of his furnishing incomplete or false 
‘information to Government investigating 
agencies. 

During 1947 Dr. Furry dropped out of 
the Communist party’ because of the in- 
creasing violence and untruth of its propa- 
ganda and its growing hostility to the 
United States. He continued as late as 
1950 to lend his name, with little or no 
investigation, to statements for causes in 
which the Communist party was interested, 
though he believed that the content of the 
statements was meritorious. Since 1950 
even that activity has ceased..

Leon J. Kamin 
Teaching Fellow, Social Relations 


On March 26, 1953, Mr. Kamin appeared 
before a Subcommittee’ to Investigate the 
Administration of the Internal Security 
Act and Other Internal Security Laws of 
the Committee on the Judiciary of the 
Senate (the Jenner Committee“), in re- 
sponse to a subpena. He denied that he 
was a member of the Communist party, 
but refused to answer — pe as to 
whether he had resigned ediately be- 
fore the hearing, and as to his present 
or past connection with the Communist 
party, on the ground that answering such 
questions would tend to incriminate him, 
claiming the protection of the Fifth 
Amendment. - 

Mr. Kamin entered Harvard as a fresh- 
man in June 1944, at the age of 16. In 
the fall of 1945, he became a member of 
the Communist party but attended only 
one meeting before enlisting in the Army 
in February 1946. On his return to Har- 
vard in 1947, as a junior, he joined the 
Communist party in November of that 
year, and became active in its affairs. 


No Slant in Teaching 


At that time he was keenly interested in 
political matters and intended to make 
politics his career. During his senior year 
1949, he commenced writing articles for 
the Daily Worker under the name of Leo 
Soft. He graduated with an A.B. degree in 
June 1949, and during the following 12 
months, until June 1950, he was in the 
employ of the Communist party at a small 
salary, writing for the Daily Worker as its 
New England editor, and doing odd office 


job 

N 1950 his interest shifted from 
politics to a scholarly career. He experi- 
enced ideological differences between his 
views and those of the party. About July 
1950, he dropped out of the party without 
formal resignation. Since then he has had 
no connection with the party. 

On Sept. 1, 1950, he entered the Grad- 
uate*School of Arts and Sciences at Har- 
vard and started part-time teaching in 
September of the following year. His 
teaching has not reflected a Communist 
slant and he has not tried to influence the 
politica] thinking of his students in or put- 
side of class. 

In spite of the active part in Communist 
party affairs taken by him in his under- 
graduate days and for a year thereafter, 
Mr. Kamin has not been under Communist 
domination since he first became a teach- 
er in 1951. 

Under all the circumstances we find that 
Mr. Kamin has not been guilty of grave 
misconduct and on the information we now 
have we will take ho action against him.

WASHINGTON, June 8 (AP)— 
The Defense Department calcu- 
lates that the armed forces. can- 
not be maintained at their pres- 


ent size for much longer with- 
out drafting fathers or other 
groups now exempt. 

| This developed today during 
testimony by Secretary of De- 
fense Charles E. Wilson at a Sen- 
ate Appropriations subcommit- 
tee’s hearings on the military 
budget. Wilson read a statement 
from’ John Hannah, assistant sec- 
retary of defense for manpower 
and personnel, that at the pres- 
ent rate of inductions, the armed 
services will exhaust their mili- 
tary manpower pool within 30 
months. 

Hannah's statement said that 
“we have been putting men into 
uniform faster than the young 
men are turning 18.” The armed 
forces, he said, at their present 
size, require an annual intake of 
one million men. At the same 
time the number of men reaching 
the minimum age for military 
service and meeting minimum 
standards, is 850,000 a year. Un- 
less the services maintain them- 
selves with fewer men, other re- 
cruiting means, such as the draft-

The Supreme 
Court’s decision overruled the 
United States District and Cir- 
cuit Courts in St. Louis.

ET me say again, as I expect to say many times more, that 

people who inject jealousy into their marriages are fools. It 

is a two-edged sword and the wounds it inflicts are deep and 
dangerous, not only to the intended victim but to the wielder 
of the weapon. 9

Institute of Family Relations, where we give 10,000 consulta- 
tions a year. I have seen the disastrous outcome ef thousands 
of cases where husband or wife used jealousy as a weapon to 
achieve a desired result. I’ve written about this many times, 
but Mrs. E. is not impressed: 

“After all, you're a man, Dr. Popenoe, and can hardly 
expect to fathom the depths of a woman's mind,” she notifies 
me. “You tell wives not to try to make their husbands jealous. 
Of course that’s very nice for a husband; let him be as smug 
and self-satisfied and indifferent as he likes, and nothing will 
happen. But any woman can tell you (if she were willing to tell 
the truth) that you have to keep a husband on his toes by mak- 
ing him feel a little jealousy now and then.”

YOU'D BETTER BE SURE, Mrs. E., that he’s on his own 
toes and not on yours. All men aren't built on the same pattern. 
What happens when a wife tries to make her husband more 
attentive and more loving by flirtations that arouse his jealousy? 
I'll cite a few cases briefly: 

Mr. A. was merely hurt. He was an honest and sincere 
fellow who trusted his wife implicitly. He couldn’t imagine that 
his wife could become interested in any other man. When she 
pretended to, he was disillusioned. She poisoned her marriage 
by her silly behavior. 

Mr. B. merely became suspicious, resentful and vindictive 
when his wife tried the same trick on him. He began to punish 
her in petty ways, which she understood perfectly. She broke 
down in tears, confessed and begged forgiveness; but he keeps 
en punishing her.
